vepulsed also in. two Attempts to board, was 
uüder the plaiúful. necessity” ef lowering the 
British colours ‘to the Wasp American ship 
sloop of wat, gamwmauded by Captain. Blake. 
ley. The dispróportion between the two 
ships, in size, „weight of. metat, and number 
of men, wàs very eonsidorable.--The Wasp 
is five hùndred and pine- American tans (noar. 
…Jy-600 English meäsurement) 118 feet long, 
and 361 beam, mounted 20 thirty-two poun. 
der - carronádes, ‘besides two long twelve 
pounders; ahd carried. 175 met; while the 
Heindeer waslitfle tore than 380 tons, 
mousted only 36 twenty-four pounder car. 
ronades, with two- long-sixes, änd had no, 
more than @8 men,end 20 boys. Captaia 
Manaers lost his-life in attempting/ to board, 
aftér receiving fourteen weands from the 
Wasp’s tops,- where 26 marines were station. 
ed, fór the purpose of picking off the officers. 
Mr, Barton, the purser, fell early in the ac. 
tion. The Wasp was excessìvely' cut up in 
her.hulland rigging, besidos receiving a 24e 
pouud-shat ir’ her: foremast, about five feet 
‘above the deck, which greatly endangered it, 
and is supposed to have sustained a loss in 
‘killed’ ánd wounded fully equal to that in 
the Reindeer.: ‘Tbe Wasp’s bow is composed . 
of solid oak, which proved impenetrable to 
the Reindeer’s shot; but she had twa guns 
dismounted.. On the following day it bee 
catne' necessary fo destroy ‘the Reindeer. 
Fotty-eight hours after the actjon the Wasp 
met withaPortugaeese brig, the Corea de 
Lisbon, on board. which she placed Lieut, 
Chambers, Mr. Johas, master, Mr. Mitchéit 
master’s mate,-Mr. Hardeman, -midshipman, 
aad Mr. Legge, boatswain, ând 18 men, all 
“pf them badìy-woanded (who arrived at Plye 
mouth: on Thursday week, and hare been sent 
‘fo the Royal Hospital). with the Reindeer’s 
surgeon to attend. them. Captair Blakely 
beháved handsomely to the British; but it 
is mach to be lämented that he should * hare 
degraded himself by fring langridge, swane 
shot, andother uufair species- of missile in 
Strüments. The Wasp had taken sìx vessels, -
